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The  cover  picture  is  a  view  in  the  Conference  Room  which  is 
located  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Office  BH*lftm§r anTris,* 'used  by  the 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  other  Town  Committees. 

The  Town  Office  Building,  formerly  the  old  Fire  Station,  is  now 
used  primarily  for  the  offices  of  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk. 

The  Conference  Room  also  doubles  as  New  Boston's  Historical 
Room,  storing  much  of  New  Boston's  memorabilia  such  as  the  famous 
Molly  Stark  Cannon  flanked  by  the  American  Flag  and  the  New 
Hampshire  flag.  Over  the  cabinet  on  the  right  is  the  original  ramrod 
used  in  the  Battle  of  Bennington  to  prepare  the  Molly  Stark  Cannon 
for  firing;  also  in  the  middle  is  a  9-drawer  chest  made  by  William 
J.  Heath.  On  top  of  the  corner  cabinet  is  the  original  sign  of  the 
New  Boston  Railroad  Station.  In  the  same  cabinet  on  the  first  shelf 
is  a  miniature  roll-top  desk  also  made  by  Mr.  Heath.  On  the  little  desk 
is  the  gigantic  flag  carried  by  New  Boston  veterans  in  the  Civil  War. 
The  Golden  Eagle  at  the  left  was  accidentally  killed  in  New  Boston. 
The  large  bowl  at  its  right  was  used  on  the  banquet  table  at  the 
opening  of  the  Whipple  Farm. 

Covering  the  Conference  Table  is  the  newly  acquired  "Friendship 
Quilt"  made  as  a  "going  away"  present  for  some  young  lady  in  the 
community  by  36  women  who  each  signed  her  own  square.  There  are 
names  such  as  Cochran,  Dodge,  Goodhue(?),  Cree,  Leach,  Lull  .  .  . 
and  many  others. 

Not  in  the  picture  is  the  old  wall  clock  from  the  upper  Town 
Hall  (which,  by  the  way,  is  always  kept  wound  by  the  Junior  Select- 
man). There  is  also  one  of  the  many  violins  made  in  New  Boston 
by  Charles  Farley. 

On  the  wall  at  the  right  is  a  commemorative  piece  of  hand  work 
honoring  the  five  veterans  who  gave  their  lives  in  World  War  I.

1979  was  a  quiet  and  rather  uneventful  year,  but  a  few  of  the 
highlights  are  as  follows: 

James  Dodge  was  elected  Fire  Chief  by  the  Fire  Wards  following 
the  resignation  of  Kenneth  Barss,  who  had  served  as  Fire  Chief  since 
1965.  Mr.  Barss  was  awarded  a  Commendation  by  the  Selectmen  for 
a  job  well  done. 

Pastor  Walter  R.  Poole,  Jr.  resigned  from  the  New  Boston 
Baptist  Church,  having  been  called  to  serve  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Rawleigh,  Mass. 

Pastor  Tom  Shelton  was  elected  to  serve  the  New  Boston  Baptist 
Church,  and  he  preached  his  first  sermon  on  June  10. 

Plastic  Techniques,  Inc.  expanded  operations  during  1979.  They 
purchased  the  former  Regis  Lehman  property  which  was  converted 
to  office  space.   They  also  built  an  addition  to  Plant  II  on  River  Road. 

The  Molly  Stark  Tavern  was  open  for  business  by  the  owners, 
Louis  and  Elizabeth  Maynard.  The  restaurant  is  located  on  Amherst 
Road  in  the  former  Roger  Babson  Gravity  Center. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Piscataquog  Watershed  Association, 
the  "Green  Belt,"  which  is  the  former  right-of-way  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad,  was  deeded  to  the  Town  of  New  Boston. 

The  reassessment  of  all  property  in  New  Boston  was  finalized  in 
April.    The  work  was  accomplished  by  the  N.H.  Tax  Commission.

The  polls  were  closed  at  7:05  p.m.  by  Moderator  David  Nixon  and  the 
evening  business  meeting  commenced.  Prayer  was  offered  bv  Reverend 
Andrew  Tempelman  of  the  New  Boston  Community  Church  and  the 
Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist,  Donald  E. 
Byam.  A  report  was  then  given  by  Roland  Sallada,  Representative  to  the 
General  Court,  as  to  what  was  going  on  in  the  Legislature  which  might  be 
of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  New  Boston.  The  Planning  Board  handed  out 
a  supplement  to  the  Town  Report  entitled,  "Preliminary  Guidelines  for 
Growth  and  Development",  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  held  by  the  Town  Clerk.  A  Certificate  of  Appreciation  was 
presented  to  retiring  Selectman  Oliver  E.  Andrews  for  services  rendered 
to  the  Town  of  New  Boston.  The  Moderator  then  introduced  the  Town  Of- 
ficers, including  Selectman  Oliver  E.  Andrews,  Selectman  Roland  A. 
Sallada,  Selectman  Thomas  Mansfield;  Town  Clerk  Sandra  Gendron, 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist,  Donald  Byam,  Shirley  Elliott  and  Sandra 
Gallup;  Ballot  Clerks,  Evelyn  Barss,  Rhoda  Hooper,  Ruth  Dodge  and 
Jean  McCreary;  and  Secretary  to  the  Selectmen  Betty  Hooper. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.

Explanation  of  Those  Changes  from  Amount 
as  Printed  to  Amount  as  Voted 

Article  2-6.  Police  Chief  John  Ballou  asked  for  the  concensus  of  those 
present  as  to  whether  they  felt  it  would  be  advantageous  for  the  New 
Boston  police  telephone  line  to  be  hooked  into  the  County  Dispatch  Office 
in  Goffstown.  This  would  mean  that  when  a  New  Boston  resident  dialed 
the  Police  number  it  would  be  answered  on  a  24-hour  basis  rather  than  on 
a  part-time  basis,  which  is  the  current  situation.  He  said  that  an  addi- 
tional $500.00  added  to  the  Police  Department  budget  would  allow  New 
Boston  to  have  this  service  for  the  balance  of  this  year.  The  informal  vote 
taken  on  his  suggestion  was  affirmative.  Chief  Ballou  them  moved  to  add 
$500.00  to  the  Police  Department  budget  of  $9,659.00;  this  was  seconded  by 
Robert  Normandin  and  passed.  The  main  motion  then  became  a  budget 
figure  of  $10,159.00  for  the  Police  Department,  and  was  adopted. 

Article  2  -  9.  A  motion  was  made  by  Harold  Strong  and  seconded  by 
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Frederic  Cutting  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Planning  Board.  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  Harold  Strong  stated 
that  an  increase  of  $200.00  asked  for  was  to  pay  the  Secretary  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  a  salary  of  $250.00  annually.  The  Board  felt  that  secretarial 
work  had  increased  to  the  point  where  compensation  was  deserved.  The 
additional  $200.00  was  so  voted. 

Article  2  - 18.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Sallada  and  seconded 
by  Selectmen  Mansfield  and  Andrews  that  the  amount  of  this  appropria- 
tion remain  the  same  but  the  wording  be  changed  by  deleting  the  word 
"raise".  Mr.  Sallada  explained  that  this  amount  need  not  be  raised  by 
taxes  but  would  be  received  from  the  State  and  appropriated  by  the 
voters  for  highway  use.  This  change  was  accepted  by  the  voters. 

Article  2  -  19.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield  and  sec- 
onded by  Selectman  Andrews  to  increase  this  budget  figure  by  $5,000.00. 
Mr.  Mansfield  explained  that  current  expenses  were  running  higher  for 
Winter  Maintenance  of  Roads,  and  further  explained  that  this  budget 
item  was  dictated  by  the  severity  of  this  winter.  The  motion  to  increase 
this  figure  was  adopted. 

Article  2-23.  Library  Trustee  Stephen  Spielman  reported  that  the  dif- 
ference in  this  figure  was  due  to  an  error  in  calculation  of  the  Librarian's 
Salary  noted  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  adjusted  figure  was  voted. 

Article  2  -  28.  A  motion  was  made  by  Sandra  Gallup,  and  seconded  by 
Gail  Parker,  to  pass  over  this  item  in  the  budget.  Chairman  of  the 
Recreation  Commission  Sandra  Gallup  explained  that  the  Recreation 
Commission  did  not  need  this  $50.00.  Selectman  Sallada  urged,  nonethe- 
less, that  some  appropriation  be  made  just  so  this  item  remain  in  the 
budget.  The  motion  and  second  to  pass  over  were  withdrawn,  and  a  mo- 
tion was  made  by  Sandra  Gallup,  and  seconded  by  Gail  Parker,  that  the 
sum  of  $1.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  Recreation  Commission; 
this  motion  was  adopted  by  the  assembly. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,795.89,  the  State  to  contribute  $11,972.58,  for  Town  Road  Aid,  or  act  in 
relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Mansfield  and  seconded  by  Select- 
man Andrews  to  adopt  this  article.  James  O'Rourke  questioned  how  this 
money  would  be  spent  and  would  it  be  used  to  extend  the  paving  of  Old 
Coach  Road  to  the  present  dump  site.  Road  Agent  Almus  Chancey  ex- 
plained that  this  money  would  first  be  used  to  complete  the  "Gerry  Hill" 
project,  the  balance  going  to  other  projects  recommended  by  the  Road 
Committee  for  1979,  including  the  recommendation  of  gravel  and  tar  for 
Old  Coach  Road  from  the  intersection  of  Greenfield  Road  to  the  dump 
site.  A  vote  was  taken  on  this  Article  and  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $105.00  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  Control,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

The  motion  for  adoption  was  made  by  Selectman  Andrews,  duly  sec- 
onded, and  adopted  by  the  assembly. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000.00  to  pave  the  entrance  to  the  fire  house  as  per  agreement  with 
Ella  and  Leon  Daniels  and  the  town,  as  voted  at  town  meeting  of  1978,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Selectman 
Andrews  to  adopt  this  article.  John  Bunting  offered  a  motion  to  amend, 
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seconded  by  Harold  Strong.  The  amendment  would  add  the  words  "the 
plans  for  such  paving  and  landscaping  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Fire 
Wards  for  prior  approval"  to  the  end  of  the  present  article.  Mr.  Bunting 
explained  that  the  Fire  Wards  felt  prior  approval  was  necessary  to  insure 
the  plans  workable  for  the  Fire  Department.  Some  discussion  ensued  as 
to  whether  this  amendment  would  interfere  with  the  agreement  already 
legally  binding  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daniels  and  the  town.  A  vote  on  the 
amendment  was  taken  and  passed,  and  the  article  as  amended  was  then 
adopted. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,650.00  to  purchase  a  new  front-end  snowplow  to  install  on  the  town's 
loader,  this  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972, 
or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Selectman  Mansfield  offered  a  motion  to  amend  this  article  to  read  "to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,650.00  to  purchase  a 
new  front-end  snowplow  to  install  on  the  town's  loader,  $2,000.00  plus  in- 
terest of  which  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  the 
balance  to  the  withdrawn  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  This  was  sec- 
onded by  Selectman  Sallada.  Selectman  Mansfield  explained  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  had  come  to  agree  with  the  Finance  Committee  that 
Capital  Reserve  Funding  was  not  a  sensible  financial  investment  with  to- 
day's rate  of  inflation.  The  $2,000.00  plus  interest  would  represent  the 
money  voted  into  this  fund  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  for  the  purchase 
of  highway  equipment.  The  motion  to  amend  was  passed,  and  the  article 
as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  that  all  property  sur- 
veyed in  New  Boston  have  boundary  markers,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Sallada  that  the  words  "in  the 
future"  be  inserted  after  the  words  "New  Boston".  This  was  seconded  by 
Selectman  Mansfield  and  Howard  Towne,  and  accepted.  Surveyor  Robert 
Todd  felt  this  article  not  necessary  because  such  standards  were  already 
in  existence  as  set  by  the  State.  Jay  Marden  wished  to  be  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  as  being  against  this  article,  because  he  felt  the 
wording  held  too  many  loopholes;  that  it  could  be  interpreted  to  mean 
concrete  bounds  at  every  point  and  turn,  representing  excessive  expense 
to  the  land  owner.  The  article  as  amended  was  then  defeated. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  start  a  Master  Plan,  work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Planning  Board,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

The  motion  to  adopt  this  article  was  made  by  Charles  Wason  and  sec- 
onded by  Howard  Towne.  Mrs.  Nonah  Poole,  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article,  stating  that  it  would  involve  a  20-year 
plan,  which  would  include  the  development  of  all  municipal  services,  i.e., 
schools,  highways,  police  and  fire  departments,  etc.  She  stated  the 
greatest  concentration  would  be  on  five  year  periods,  and  that  the  Plan- 
ning Board  would  be  advised  by  the  SNHPC.  When  asked  if  this  proposed 
master  plan  would  help  control  growth,  Mrs.  Poole  responded  that  it 
would  because  it  would  show  what  the  plans  for  expansion  would  be  for 
such  services  as  fire  and  police  departments  and  schools,  and  at  given 
points  how  an  increase  in  population  would  affect  these  services,  and  at 
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what  rate  these  services  could  cope  with  such  population  increases.  The 
article  passed. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $16,300.00  to  complete  the  reassessing  of  the  town  by  the  State,  this  sum 
to  be  withdrawn  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

Selectman  Mansfield  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  article  by  deleting 
the  word  "raise",  and  changing  the  figure  to  $16,580.78.  This  amendment 
was  seconded  by  Selectman  Sallada,  and  passed.  Selectman  Mansfield 
explained  that  the  higher  cost  of  reassessment  than  that  voted  at  the  1978 
Town  Meeting  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  so  little  had  been  done  to 
complete  the  work  on  the  New  Boston  Tax  Map,  and  that  the  cost  of  reas- 
sessment per  parcel  was  considerably  higher  because  the  state  assessors 
were  having  difficulty  locating  parcels.  He  further  stated  that  when  this 
reassessment  was  completed  about  80%  of  the  work  on  the  tax  map  would 
be  completed,  and  that  the  proposed  amount  would  cover  the  cost  of  com- 
pleting the  reassessment.  The  Article  as  amended  passed. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Andrews  and  seconded  by  Jay 
Marden  to  amend  this  article  to  read  "that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $268.55  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,731.45,  for 
repairs  to  the  Town  Hall,  the  latter  amount  to  come  from  the  sale  of 
timber  on  Town  property."  The  motion  to  amend  was  adopted,  and  the  ar- 
ticle as  amended  was  then  passed. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  an  area  of  a  20-foot  radius 
from  the  Town  Veterans'  Memorial  Monument  be  administered  by  a 
committee  of  three.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  two  Legion  members 
appointed  by  the  Legion  Commander  and  one  selectman,  or  act  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

The  Selectmen  requested  that  the  words  "by  Petition"  be  added  to  the 
end  of  the  article  as  they  had  been  omitted.  This  was  done.  The  article 
was  then  moved  by  James  Dane,  seconded  by  Howard  Towne,  and 
adopted  by  the  assembly. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reclassify  Road  No.  60  from 
Road  No.  91  to  the  driveway  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  Stains,  from  Class  6 
to  Class  5,  said  road  being  more  particularly  described  as  starting  at  or 
near  New  Boston  Tax  Map  grid  coordinates  N162,085\  E488,000'  and  end- 
ing at  or  near  grid  coordinates  N162,810',  E486,670',  all  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen,  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  (By 
Petition) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Herbert  Stains  and  seconded  by  Selectman 
Andrews  in  favor  of  this  article.  Mr.  Stains  explained  that  as  a  new  owner 
of  the  property  on  the  road  in  question  he  and  his  family  would  be  full 
time  residents  and  would  require  winter  maintenance.  Selectman  Sallada 
explained  that  a  road  closed  subject  to  gates  and  bars  (class  6)  means 
that  no  town  money  is  spent  on  it.  Selectman  Sallada  moved  to  amend  the 
article  and  add  at  the  end  of  the  present  article  the  words  "at  no  expense 
to  the  town."  This  was  seconded  by  Jay  Marden.  Selectman  Sallada 
stated  that  Mr.  Stains  had  agreed  to  open  the  road  and  make  the  im- 
provements necessary,  at  his  own  expense,  to  bring  the  road  up  to  class  5 
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standards,  at  which  time  the  town  would  then  maintain  it.  James  Dodge 
suggested  that  the  road  be  brought  to  class  5  standards  and  then  be  voted 
on  for  acceptance.  These  feelings  were  shared  by  Harold  Strong,  Howard 
Towne  and  Dr.  Samuel  Brooks.  Harold  Strong,  Chairman  of  the  Planning 
Board,  felt  that  to  adopt  this  article  before  class  5  standards  had  been  met 
might  set  a  troublesome  precedent  for  the  future  acceptance  of  roads. 
Curt  Petersen  questioned  the  Selectmen  as  to  what  legal  methods  were 
used  to  reclassify  or  upgrade  a  road  from  one  classification  to  another. 
Selectman  Sallada  replied  that  a  vote  of  the  town  meeting  was  suggested 
by  the  Selectmen,  although  the  Selectmen  were  empowered  to  reclassify 
without  such  a  vote,  and  that  roads  were  not  accepted  until  they  met  the 
Town  specifications  for  a  class  5  highway.  A  vote  on  the  motion  to  amend 
was  taken  and  adopted. 

Robert  Todd  moved  to  further  amend  the  article  by  adding  the  words 
"said  road  to  have  its  beginning  and  ending  points  further  identified  by 
grid  coordinates  scaled  from  the  tax  map  by  the  Selectmen  and  entered 
into  this  record."  This  was  seconded  by  Selectman  Sallada.  Mr.  Todd  ex- 
plained that  this  addition  would  make  for  easier  identification  of  roads  in 
the  future,  and  his  motion  to  further  amend  this  article  then  passed. 

Discussion  continued  as  to  whether  this  article  would  in  fact  lead  to  a 
future  expense  to  the  town  and  Moderator  Nixon  was  asked  for  his  inter- 
pretation. He  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  article  as  amended  meant  work 
would  be  done  by  the  landowner  to  bring  the  road  to  the  terms  of  class  5 
standards  at  no  expense  to  the  town,  and  that  no  reclassification  of  the 
road  would  take  place  until  the  Selectmen  were  satisfied  that  class  5 
specifications  were  met.  Stephen  Spielman  requested  that  Moderator 
Nixon's  interpretation  be  recorded.  Mr.  Herbert  Stains  agreed  that  he 
understood  and  agreed  with  this  interpretation  as  did  the  Selectmen.  A 
vote  was  taken  on  this  article  as  amended,  and  it  passed. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reclassify  road  No.  88,  from 
Joe  Daniels'  Land  to  a  junction  of  private  road  known  as  Mason  Drive, 
from  Class  6  to  Class  5,  said  road  being  more  particularly  described  as 
starting  at  or  near  New  Boston  Tax  Map  grid  coordinates  N166,435', 
E503,250'  and  ending  at  or  near  grid  coordinates  N1G5,230',  E503,410',  or 
act  in  relation  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Diane  Crawford  and  seconded  by  Loretta 
Caterino  that  the  article  be  adopted.  Mrs.  Crawford  explained  that  work 
was  being  done  by  the  residents  involved,  at  their  own  expense,  to  bring 
this  road  to  class  5  standards.  It  was  explained  by  Chairman  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  Harold  Strong,  when  questioned  as  to  why  this  subdivision 
had  been  approved  on  a  class  6  road,  that  the  Planning  Board  felt  that  this 
road  was  already  a  class  6,  but  the  Board  of  Selectmen  did  not  agree. 
Selectman  Sallada  moved  to  amend  this  article  to  read  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  Article  12,  with  the  words  added,  "at  no  expense  to  the  town,  said 
road  to  have  its  beginning  and  ending  points  further  identified  by  grid 
coordinates  scaled  from  the  tax  map  by  the  Selectmen  and  entered  into 
this  record.",  to  the  end  of  the  article  as  printed.  The  amendment  was 
seconded  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  and  was  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The 
main  motion  as  amended  was  then  voted  on,  having  first  been  interpreted 
and  agreed  to  the  same  as  Article  12,  that  no  reclassification  of  the  road 
would  take  place  until  the  Selectmen  were  satisfied  that  the  standards  of 
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a  class  5  road  had  been  met  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  The  article  then 
passed. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $300.00  to  be  expended  to  survey  and  mark  the  north  line  of  the  Johnson 
Lot  to  aid  in  timber  sale  preparation,  all  work  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Selectmen,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Todd  and  seconded  by  Donald  Chapman 
to  open  discussion  under  this  article.  Robert  Todd,  speaking  as  a  member 
of  the  Forestry  Committee,  felt  that  before  timber  could  be  cut  this  boun- 
dary should  be  marked  to  avoid  problems  caused  from  cutting  on  land  not 
owned  by  the  Town.  Selectman  Sallada  questioned  the  right-of-way  to  this 
land  and  Mr.  Todd  stated  that  he  had  been  given  verbal  permission  by  an 
abutter  to  use  his  land  as  an  access  for  logging  equipment.  Selectman 
Sallada  requested  that  the  Town  be  given  a  map  of  the  survey,  and  this 
was  agreed  to  by  Mr.  Todd;  the  map  to  be  included  for  the  same  amount 
as  was  appropriated.  The  estimated  income  from  this  sale  was  quoted  by 
Mr.  Todd  to  be  $4,000.00.  The  article  as  printed  was  then  passed. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  N.H.  Housing 
Commission  to  sponsor  a  program  of  rental  assistance  for  elderly 
residents  under  Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended,  for 
not  more  than  5  dwelling  units  in  existing  standard  housing,  or  act  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  E.  Byam  and  seconded  by  Russell 
Gomes  to  pass  over  this  article.  This  would  be  tantamount  to  rejection  if 
passed.  Mr.  Byam  stated  that  he  felt  there  was  no  need  for  such  housing 
and  to  accept  such  an  article  would  only  mean  control  by  such  govern- 
ment agencies  as  HUD.  Dr.  Samuel  Brooks  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article 
explaining  that  this  did  not  involve  new  housing,  only  existing  units.  It 
meant  that  persons  qualifying  would  pay  25%  of  their  monthly  income 
towards  rental  costs  and  that  the  N.H.  Housing  Commission  would  make 
up  the  difference.  He  further  stated  that  this  was  an  agreement  only  be- 
tween the  landlord  and  the  tenant,  not  involving  the  town,  and  that  the 
sponsorship  of  this  program  could  be  discontinued  at  any  time  by  vote  of 
the  Town.  When  asked  if  standards  for  such  housing  were  set  by  the 
government,  Dr.  Brooks  stated  only  reasonable  standards  were  required, 
using  "camps"  as  an  example  of  an  unfit  dwelling.  Mr.  Byam  and  Mr. 
Gomes  withdrew  their  motion  and  second  to  pass  over,  and  Selectman 
Sallada,  who  favored  the  article,  moved  that  this  article  be  adopted,  sec- 
onded by  Stephen  Spielman.  The  question  was  moved,  closing  debate,  and 
the  vote  for  acceptance  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  designate  Colburn  Road  from 
Todd's  Corner  to  Route  #136  West  as  a  scenic  road  in  accordance  with 
N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  chapter  253,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
(By  Petition) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Linden  Hodgkins  and  seconded  by  Jay  Marden 
for  adoption  of  this  article.  John  Bunting  asked  if  all  the  landowners  on 
the  road  in  question  had  been  contacted  regarding  the  inclusion  of  this  ar- 
ticle in  the  warrant.  Marian  Chittim,  a  resident  on  the  above-mentioned 
road,  responded  that  they  had  by  being  asked  to  sign  a  petition  circulated 
on  the  road,  and  presented  to  the  Selectmen.  Those  who  were  not  reached 
by  the  petitioner  were  contacted  in  writing,  as  required  by  law,  by  the 
Town  Clerk.  Discussion  ensued  as  to  restrictions  on  road  maintenance 
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after  a  road  had  been  designated  as  a  "scenic  road".  Selectman  Mans- 
field felt  that  too  many  restrictions  were  placed  on  what  could  or  could 
not  be  done  on  a  "scenic  road",  and  this  hampered,  in  his  opinion,  general 
maintenance.  Mrs.  Chittim,  strongly  in  favor  of  the  article,  stated  that 
after  conferring  with  state  officials  on  the  matter  she  was  assured  that 
regular  maintenance  was  acceptable.  A  division  vote  was  called  for,  the 
results  being  47  favoring  and  40  opposing,  the  article  was  adopted. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00  to  be  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  the  purchase  of 
new  fire  apparatus  in  the  near  future,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Barss  and  seconded  by  Linden 
Hodgkins  and  John  Ballou  favoring  this  article. 

Fire  Chief  Kenneth  Barss  felt  that  by  next  year  the  fire  department 
would  be  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  new  major  piece  of  equipment  and 
that  this  article  would  help  defray  the  cost.  Elliott  Hersey,  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  stated  the  continuing  opposition  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  "Capital  Reserve  Funding".  He  further  expressed  that  this 
committee  had  gained  the  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  this  point. 
Reference  was  again  made  to  the  fact  that  the  interest  earned  by  a 
"Capital  Reserve  Account"  was  more  than  offset  by  the  current  rate  of 
inflation.  The  article  was  then  defeated. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  expansion  of 
the  present  library  facilities,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Stephen  Spielman  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Samuel 
Brooks  that  this  article  be  accepted.  Trustee  of  the  Library  Stephen  Spiel- 
man  attempted  to  explain  that  this  article  was  different  from  the  prior  ar- 
ticle in  that  by  having  money  set  aside  in  a  capital  reserve  fund,  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  were  then  in  a  position  to  make  application  for 
certain  matching  funds  which  might  be  available  to  them  for  use  of  the 
library.  A  vote  on  the  article  was  negative,  however,  and  the  motion  was 
defeated. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  to  purchase  large  volume,  low  pressure,  supply  hose,  to  be 
used  on  a  Reel  Truck  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  Fire  Department,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Barss,  seconded  by  Dennis  Hooper 
and  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  to 
build  a  new  fire  truck  (the  work  to  be  performed  or  supervised  by  the 
New  Boston  Fire  Department)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
serial  notes  in  the  amount  of  $12,000.00  to  defray  this  appropriation,  or  act 
in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Barss  and  seconded  by  Warren  Moss 
in  favor  of  this  article.  Chief  Barss  explained  that  the  town  can  borrow 
money  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  than  the  fire  department  and  that  this 
money  would  be  repaid  to  the  town  by  the  fire  department.  Selectman 
Sallada  stated  that  the  wording  of  this  article  was  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  Administration  in  Concord  and  was  legally  acceptable. 
He  further  stated  that  the  following  two  articles  were  put  in  the  warrant 
upon  the  advice  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  and  were 
in  the  best  interests  of  those  involved.  The  article  was  then  adopted. 
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Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  any  and  all  gifts  that 
will  be  forthcoming  from  the  New  Boston  Fire  Department  in  the  ensuing 
year  and  any  subsequent  years  and  to  apply  these  gifts  towards  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  on  any  serial  notes  issued  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  new  fire  truck  authorized  under  the  previous  article,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Jay 
Marden  favoring  adoption  of  this  article,  and  passed  by  the  assembled 
voters. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  approve  and  accept  the  gift  of 
any  fire  equipment  or  vehicles  made  or  purchased  by  the  New  Boston 
Fire  Department  in  previous  years,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Jay 
Marden  in  favor  of  the  article.  Selectman  Sallada  explained  that  adoption 
of  this  article  would  make  sure  that  all  fire  equipment  furnished,  made  or 
acquired  by  the  fire  department  was  owned  by  the  town  and  would, 
therefore,  be  the  town's  responsibility  for  insurance  purposes.  The  article 
was  passed. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
by  public  auction,  or  administer  property  of  the  town  acquired  by  tax 
deed  or  gift,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

The  motion  for  adoption  was  made  by  Charles  Wason,  seconded  by 
Reverend  Joseph  Holland  and  passed. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  town,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto. 

The  article  was  passed  after  being  moved  by  Selectman  Sallada  and 
seconded  by  Jay  Marden. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting. 

Andrew  Belanger  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the  town's  actions  to 
restrain  dogs.  The  Selectmen  explained  that  Kathy  Johnston  had  been 
recently  appointed  Dog  Officer  and  would  begin  her  duties  as  soon  as 
weather  permitted  the  moving  of  the  town-owned  dog  kennels  from  the 
home  of  the  previous  dog  officer  to  hers. 

Selectman  Sallada  moved  that  the  $423.60  left  in  the  Bicentennial  Fund 
be  expended  for  additional  burglar  alarm  protection  in  the  town  offices, 
and  further  that  all  the  Bicentennial  Coins  left  be  turned  over  to  the  New 
Boston  Historical  Society.  This  was  seconded  by  Jay  Marden.  Selectman 
Sallada  explained  that  this  motion  would  clear  the  Bicentennial  Account 
from  the  town  books.  He  complimented  the  Bicentennial  Committee  for  a 
fine  job  done  in  repaying  their  loan  to  the  town  and  showing  a  profit  on 
their  items  for  sale.  The  motion  then  passed. 

Robert  Todd  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  that 
the  beginning  and  ending  points  of  all  roads  considered  for  reclassifica- 
tion in  future  warrant  articles  be  identified  by  tax  map  grid  coordinates 
in  addition  to  other  data.  This  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Samuel  Brooks  and 
passed. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  at  11:50  P.M.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Finance  Committee  has  met  with  the  School  Board,  Selectmen, 
and  various  officials  from  other  departments.  We  have  reviewed  the  town 
and  school  budgets  as  well  as  the  other  warrant  articles  and  have  made 
the  following  majority  recommendations. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

1.  School  Budget:  The  committee  recommends  a  reduction  in  the 
school  budget  of  $52,943.00 

2.  Energy  Saving  Windows:  The  committee  recommends  that  the  ar- 
ticle be  defeated  and  that  further  study  be  made  to  ascertain  if  some 
alternative  means  of  saving  energy  might  be  found  which  would  be  equal- 
ly effective. 

3.  New  School  Addition:  The  committee  recommends  that  the  build- 
ing project  as  presented  be  defeated.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  committee 
that  future  projects  should  be  primarily  directed  to  classroom  needs. 

TOWN  WARRANT 

1.  Town  Budget:  We  recommend  a  reduction  of  $1,000  in  the  Police 
Budget.  All  other  amounts  we  recommend  approval  as  requested  in  the 
warrant. 

2.  Town  Hall  Repairs;  Updating  Town  Appraisals,  Master  Plan:  We 
recommend  approval. 

3.  Town  Shed:  We  recommend  approval  and  further  recommend  the 
using  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds  to  reduce  cost,  balance  to  be  paid  off  this 
year. 

4.  New  Fire  Truck:  We  recommend  approval  of  this  article  and  fur- 
ther recommend  that  it  be  paid  off  over  a  three  year  period. 

5.  Library  Addition:  We  recommend  approval  of  this  article  and  fur- 
ther recommend  payoff  over  a  two  year  period. 

6.  Police  Offices:  We  recommend  defeat  of  this  article.  While  not  re- 
jecting the  idea  of  the  need  for  better  offices,  we  do  feel  further  planning 
and  study  into  other  possible  alternative  sites  should  be  made. 

Based  on  our  figures  the  tables  below  will  give  an  approximate  tax  im- 
pact to  the  town.  Table  #1  following  our  recommendations  and  Table  #2  is 
if  we  were  to  vote  for  all  budget  and  warrant  articles  as  requested.

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Report  to  Towns 
Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Fire  Service 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative 
effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Ser- 
vice. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legis- 
lature, the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as 
a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the 
State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may 
be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forests  fire  districts 
with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State 
organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municipal  forest  fire  organiza- 
tion in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators 
and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment 
is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest 
fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military  property  is  obtained 
and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no  cost  to  local  depart- 
ments for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  ar- 
rangement between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best 
forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of 
woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

WHIPPLE  FREE  LIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT 
Year  Ending  December  31, 1979 

Statistics  continue  to  show  gratifying  increases  in  the  use  of  the  Whip- 
ple Free  Library.  This  year  it  became  apparent  that  we  could  no  longer 
ignore  our  need  for  more  space.  Over  the  past  years  we  have  done  what 
we  could  to  modify  our  space  to  make  it  as  efficient  as  possible  but  there 
is  nothing  more  to  be  done.  With  this  realization  the  Trustees  and 
Librarian  have  spent  the  past  year  preparing  for  an  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent Wason  Memorial  Building. 

The  schoolchildren  of  New  Boston  continue  to  be  the  largest  users  of 
our  library.  This  year  they  checked  out  almost  700  more  books  than  last 
year  through  the  school  library  program.  When  the  schoolchildren  are 
here  we  feel  our  lack  of  space  most  severely  -  it  is  cramped  and  even 
dangerous.  Our  service  to  the  school  couldn't  be  duplicated  for  many 
times  the  cost  thanks  in  part  to  the  many  hours  of  volunteer  help  we 
receive. 

The  library  is  always  trying  to  improve  its  service  to  the  town.  In  the 
fall  we  increased  our  hours  by  opening  on  Friday  mornings.  When  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  arranged  the  donation  of  a  copy  machine  we  were 
very  fortunate.  Copies  of  reference  material  are  free  to  students  which  is 
beneficial  because  our  hours  and  lack  of  space  make  it  difficult  to  serve 
the  older  students  as  we  should.  We  also  purchased  a  collection  of  almost 
400  paperback  books  intended  for  young  adults.  These  books  cover  a  wide 
range  of  fact  and  fiction  but  don't  take  up  too  much  valuable  space. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  enthusiastically  support  our  need  for  an  ad- 
dition and  again  donated  $500  to  the  building  fund.  They  have  also  ordered 
a  new  table  and  chairs  for  the  library.  As  in  the  past  they  have  volun- 
teered many  hours  of  much  needed  help. 

We  continue  to  be  actively  involved  in  the  Hillstown  Cooperative.  We 
placed  many  volumes  of  older  fiction  in  the  depository  project.  The 
newest  project  will  make  copies  of  all  periodicals  listed  in  the  Abridged 
Readers  Guide  available  to  Coop  members.  We  borrowed  more  books 
than  ever  before  from  the  member  libraries  -  books  that  our  patrons  re- 
quested and  might  have  had  to  wait  a  long  time  to  get  from  other  sources. 
As  State  library  services  change  due  to  economics  -  i.e.  bookmobiles  will 
be  replaced  possibly  by  van  deliveries  and  some  libraries  are  no  longer 
honoring  the  statewide  borrowers  card  -  the  cooperative  becomes  ever 
more  important  to  us. 

The  price  of  books  continued  to  rise  sharply  this  year,  making  a  public 
library  the  only  practical  means  for  most  people  to  find  the  books  they 
need  for  entertainment  or  information.  Our  library  is  very  fortunate  to 
have  ample  money  from  trust  funds  and  town  appropriations  to  purchase 
books.  It  would  be  most  unwise  to  let  our  collection  lapse  because  there  is 
no  more  room  for  new  books. 

Space  then  limits  our  service  to  the  town.  The  Trustees  and  staff  feel 
there  is  much  more  we  should  be  offering.  Possibilities  include  story 
hours,  art  and  craft  exhibitions,  demonstrations  and  programs,  films, 
etc.  Many  of  these  could  be  handled  by  volunteers. 

We  hope  that  the  town  will  react  favorably  to  our  request  for  an  addi- 
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tion.  American  Library  Association  guidelines  recommend  a  building  of 
2,000  square  feet  for  a  town  our  size  -  we  now  have  800  square  feet.  We 
have  put  off  needed  renovations  and  repairs  such  as  replacing  the  ancient 
and  inefficient  furnace  and  outdated  electrical  wiring  or  changing  the 
front  door  which  now  opens  in,  in  violation  of  fire  and  safety  codes.  It  only 
made  sense  to  include  these  in  the  overall  building  project.  Many  hours  of 
planning  have  gone  into  the  proposal  and  many  services  have  been  do- 
nated. The  generous  gift  of  land  from  Gail  and  Randy  Parker  has  made 
the  addition  a  possibility.  Whatever  the  outcome  we  will  continue  to  do 
our  best  to  serve  the  town  -  it  deserves  an  excellent  library.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

Water  analyses  from  various  wells  around  town  continue  to  show  con- 
tamination with  salt.  This  occurs  mostly  because  of  proximity  to  the  State 
Highways,  although  a  small  amount  seems  to  be  occurring  near  town 
roads. 

It  is  becoming  evident  that  there  will  be  increasing  sewage  problems 
in  the  town  as  more  people  move  into  houses  with  waste  disposal  systems 
inadequate  for  the  increased  load.  Furthermore,  there  is  evidence  that 
new  houses  are  being  built  with  inadequate  septic  systems.  Although  the 
State  now  has  a  building  code  which  must  be  followed  by  towns  without 
such,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  State  is  supposed  to  inspect  new  sep- 
tic systems,  it  seems  that  a  town  building  code  would  help  prevent  some 
of  the  red  tape  and  inefficiency  of  the  present  system.  A  building  code  of 
our  own  would  enable  the  town  to  have  a  building  inspector  with  power  to 
require  occupancy  permits. 

The  problem  of  septage  disposal  from  septic  tanks  remains  un- 
resolved. 

The  State  Water  Laboratory  has  increased  its  fee  for  routine  water 
analysis  to  $15.00.  A  supply  of  the  necessary  bottles  is  available  locally  on 
request.

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FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

During  1979  this  committee  had  no  accomplishments  to  report  as  its 
plans  to  harvest  timber  on  the  Johnson  lot  met  with  discouragement.  A 
feasible  access  route  over  which  timber  could  be  hauled  was  not  found. 
The  costs  of  building  a  long  truck  haul  road  over  an  abutter's  land  would 
result  in  little,  if  any,  profit  to  the  town.  Upon  inspection,  the  quality  of 
timber  on  the  lots  was  found  to  be  generally  poor  and  the  volume  of 
timber  that  should  be  harvested  was  considered  low.  Also  noticed  on  in- 
spection of  the  land  was  that  it  was  not  heavily  stocked  with  desirable 
trees  and  that  the  soil  appeared  to  be  shallow  to  bedrock  over  most  of  the 
area  resulting  in  less  productive  growth.  The  committee  now  feels  that 
this  land  should  be  managed  passively  as  wild  land. 

Fuelwood  is  becoming  an  important  product  of  the  forest  with  the  re- 
cent emphasis  on  heating  with  wood.  Some  published  documents  estimate 
that  one-third  of  the  households  in  New  Hampshire  are  using  wood  ex- 
clusively or  partially  for  a  source  of  heat.  There  may  be  some  of  the  re- 
maining two-thirds  of  the  households  that  would  use  wood  if  land  was 
available  to  them  for  cutting  firewood  on.  The  foresty  committee  sees  this 
potential  demand  for  wood  as  a  means  to  improve  the  town  forest  lands 
by  marking  "weed"  trees  for  cutting  and  supervising  this  cutting  of  trees 
by  townspeople  for  their  own  use.  If  any  townspeople  have  an  interest  in 
taking  part  in  such  a  program  they  should  contact  a  member  of  the 
forestry  committee.

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NEW  BOSTON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

1979  started  off  with  a  teen  dance  run  by  the  teenagers  themselves 
with  chaperones  present.  Favorite  records  kept  everyone  happy  and 
dancing  the  whole  evening  while  chaperones  served  refreshments  and 
kept  a  watchful  eye. 

The  Winter  Carnival  held  at  the  end  of  January  drew  all  ages  to  the  4-H 
Youth  Center  for  the  snow  games  and  races.  The  feature  of  the  day  was 
the  "almost  anything  goes"  race  which  the  Craven  children  won  with 
their  unique  sled  made  of  a  washtub  fashioned  with  old  skiis  on  the  bot- 
tom. There  were  all  kinds  of  contraptions  put  together  for  this  event. 
Winter  Carnival  Queen,  Naomi  Barss,  was  crowned  and  she  officiated  at 
all  events.  The  spaghetti  supper  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  New  Boston 
with  a  record  crowd  attending.  Not  as  fortunate  with  the  SNODEO.  The 
Commission  had  to  postpone  that  event  for  a  week  until  Mother  Nature 
finally  came  through  and  in  the  end,  all  had  a  great  time. 

Other  winter  events  were  the  Puppet  Show  with  Helen  Ferguson  and 
the  Flapdoodle  Puppets  and  the  cross  country  ski  lessons.  Although  only 
two  of  the  four  lessons  were  completed.  Those  that  took  part  gained  much 
knowledge  and  hope  to  use  it  in  1980  in  their  continued  lesson  program. 

The  Easter  Egg  Hunt  was  a  big  success  this  year  as  more  than  ever 
turned  out  to  hunt  for  the  golden  egg.  Sixty  pounds  of  chocolate  eggs  and 
twelve  dozen  hard  boiled  eggs  were  gone  in  a  flash. 

Disney  feature  length  movies  were  held  throughout  the  winter  and 
spring  months  with  pretty  good  attendance.  Movies  resumed  in  the  fall 
and  attendance  is  somewhat  sporadic.  Most  of  the  movies  have  a  rental 
fee  of  $55  -  $65  and  unless  attendance  is  up,  the  Commission  will  have  to 
discontinue  them.  The  admittance  charge  is  only  to  defray  the  cost  of  the 
rental,  but  when  only  15  -  30  attend,  it  is  difficult  to  continue. 

This  year's  Americafest  was  a  success  as  usual.  Games,  races,  etc. 
continued  throughout  the  day,  followed  by  the  traditional  International 
Supper.  This  year  the  foods  were  from  Italy,  Mexico,  Poland,  the  Orient, 
Greece,  France  and  good  old  America.  A  record  crowd  finished  almost 
every  morsel  of  each  dish.  Unfortunately,  the  Donkey  Baseball  Game 
which  was  to  be  a  feature  of  the  day  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  the  truck 
carrying  the  donkeys  breaking  down  on  their  way  to  New  Boston. 
Although  some  were  disappointed,  most  seemed  to  make  the  best  of  the 
day  and  enjoyed  the  other  activities  planned. 

The  Recreation  Commission  sponsored  a  Bike-A-Thon  this  year  for  the 
Cystic  Fibrosis  Fund  and  New  Boston  should  be  proud  that  with  only  35 
participating,  we  were  able  to  contribute  $761.60  to  this  worthy  cause. 
T-Shirts  were  awarded  to  those  who  collected  $25  or  more  in  pledges  and 
nearly  half  of  those  who  took  part  had  done  so. 

The  Summer  Program  of  1979  in  New  Boston  was  a  super  success  once 
again.  Mr.  David  Mudrich  and  his  four  aides  witnessed  the  coming  and 
going  of  anywhere  from  50  to  70  kids  a  day.  Taking  place  on  the  play- 
ground from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  were  events  such  as  badminton,  horseshoes, 
soccer,  baseball,  football  and  gymnastic  events.

SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  local  governments  serving  a  common  region.  Member 
communities  have  many  common  problems  which  affect  each  other  and 
can  more  effectively  be  solved  on  a  cooperative,  area-wide  basis. 
Because  of  the  economies  of  scale  offered  by  area-wide  programs,  many 
of  these  problems  can  be  dealt  with  through  the  Commission  at  less  cost 
to  the  taxpayers. 

One  of  the  Commission's  major  responsibilities  is  to  help  coordinate 
the  planning  and  development  activities  of  the  many  units  of  local 
government  that  comprise  the  planning  region  and  to  help  ensure  that  the 
activities  of  State  and  Federal  agencies  are  responsive  to  local  needs. 

Through  the  Commission's  regional  planning  and  transportation  pro- 
grams, a  wide  range  of  reports  and  data  are  developed  annually;  made

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens 
of  New  Boston 

I  herewith  submit  my  1979  Report  relative  to  the  New  Boston  Central 
School. 

Like  everything  else,  the  cost  of  education  nationally  has  risen  consid- 
erably over  the  past  few  years.  Because  of  this  rise  in  the  cost  of  edu- 
cating a  youngster  in  New  Boston,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
explain  some  of  the  causes  that  are  involved  in  this  increase.  Although 
most  of  the  following  statements  are  in  general  terms,  I  earnestly  hope 
that  they  will  provide  for  you  an  insight  into  the  financial  situations  that 
New  Boston  School  District  confronts. 

In  the  past,  we  have  generally  equated  increasing  costs  with  increased 
enrollments.  The  pupils  new  to  the  school  system  have  carried  the  brunt 
of  the  rationale  for  budget  increases.  Although  a  new  increase  in  enroll- 
ment does  contribute  to  the  increase,  it  does  not  represent  the  sole 
reason.  The  finances  of  the  public  school  system  are  more  complex  than  a 
single,  oversimplified  response  such  as  increase  in  enrollment. 

Schools,  like  the  rest  of  us,  have  felt  OPEC's  squeeze  on  oil  that  has 
driven  prices  to  a  level  undreamed  of  a  few  years  back.  The  budgetory 
implications  have  been  staggering  as  our  energy  cost  has  soared. 
Transportation  is  not  unaffected  by  the  oil  crunch;  it  too  has  escalated. 

New  environmental  protection  laws  and  a  slow-growth  national 
economic  policy  are  affecting  school  costs.  For  example,  despite  con- 
stantly increasing  demand,  paper  manufacturers  are  reluctant  to  invest 
in  the  construction  of  new  plants  because  borrowing  costs  are  high  and 
environmental  regulations  make  it  difficult  to  get  approval  of  building 
locations.  Companies  that  produce  paper  for  textbooks,  workbooks,  and 
notebooks  are  operating  at  or  near  capacity,  and  future  demands  will 
cause  a  paper  shortage  that  will  inevitably  lead  to  higher  prices  for  these 
classroom  staples. 

Inflation  is  a  nasty  word  that  has  hung  around  for  some  time  and  now 
has  overstayed  its  welcome.  Although  inflation  has  been  around  for  some 
time  its  devastating  effects  have  been  intensified  in  the  past  few  years. 
The  median  price  of  a  new  home  in  this  country  has  risen  from  $45,000  in 
1975,  to  $57,000  in  1977,  and  it  is  projected  to  reach  $70,000  by  1980.  In  re- 
cent years,  clothing  prices  have  risen  about  5%  annually;  property  taxes, 
8  to  10% ;  electricity,  about  7%% ;  and  natural  gas  13%.  Even  dining  out  in 
a  restaurant  costs  us  more  each  year  -  about  7V2%  more.  From  1967 
through  1978,  prices  more  than  doubled.  All  of  this  means  that  a  family  of 
4  earning  $10,000  in  1967  needed  over  $20,000  in  1978  just  "to  stay  even." 
The  price  of  your  morning  orange  juice  rose  42%  in  one  year.  The 
chocolate  bar  packed  in  a  child's  school  lunchbox  jumped  31%. 

Educational  programs  have  increased  considerably  under  mandates 
from  Federal  and  State  regulations.  For  example,  Public  Law  94-142, 
known  as  "The  Handicapped  Law,"  requires  school  districts  to  provide  a 
total  educational  service  program  for  "special  needs"  children.  This  has 
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resulted  in  dramatic  improvements  in  education  for  an  extremely  disad- 
vantaged group  of  young  people  -  but  the  program  has  a  dramatic  price 
tag,  too. 

There  are  other  demands  -  demands  for  new  curriculum  offerings  to 
keep  pace  with  our  changing  society.  Career  education  is  an  example;  the 
accountability  movement  also  has  a  price  tag.  The  testing  factor  involved 
in  the  program  alone  can  be  startling. 

As  you  can  see  our  educational  system  is  confronted  with  costs  that 
are  beyond  its  control:  energy  costs,  supplies,  inflation  and  mandated 
programs.  However,  you  can  be  assured  that  we  struggle  constantly  with 
the  Board  of  Education  to  control  this  soaring  cost  as  much  as  possible. 
We  seek  the  lowest  bidder  and  least  expensive  product;  we  insulate  build- 
ings to  save  energy;  we  cut  back  thermostat  settings;  we  control  and 
eliminate  programs  without  jeopardizing  the  quality  of  education.  We 
cringe  to  see  our  costs  inflate,  but  we  do  not  bend  in  our  efforts  to  control 
and  to  reduce  wherever  we  can. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation 
provided  me  by  the  administrators,  teachers,  school  board,  and  citizens 
of  New  Boston.  Without  this  assistance  and  cooperation,  many  of  the 
things  accomplished  would  have  been  left  undone,  and  I  look  forward  to 
another  prosperous  year  ~  a  year  of  continued  cooperation.

Schools  were  created  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's  students  and  tomor- 
row's members  and  leaders  of  the  adult  society.  Those  of  us  involved  in 
education  have  one  sole  purpose  -  to  serve  the  needs  of  all  students  --  the 
bright,  dull,  loud,  quiet,  motivated  and  unmotivated.  In  making  decisions 
and  implementing  educational  programs,  everything  we  do  must  be  in 
the  best  interest  of  students.  These  are  not  new  thoughts  which  represent 
any  eye-opening  revelation;  rather  they  are  simple  statements  expressed 
to  remind  us  of  the  real  reason  for  our  existence. 

The  philosophy  of  New  Boston  Central  was  written  during  the  last 
school  year  and  formally  adopted  by  the  New  Boston  School  Board  on 
April  30,  1979.  This  philosophy  emphasizes  the  needs  of  each  individual 
and  at  the  same  time  explains  the  purpose  and  function  of  the  schools,  i.e. 
its  reason  for  existence.  The  philosophy  statement  is  rather  concise  and  is 
printed  now  in  its  entirety: 

"American  democracy  is  founded  on  the  value  of  the  individual  and 
emphasizes  the  equal  rights  shared  by  all.  One  of  these  rights  is  the  op- 
portunity of  all  youth  to  participate  in  a  publicly  supported  education  pro- 
cess; the  desired  end  result  of  this  experience  is  the  development  of  a 
functioning  and  contributing  member  of  the  community.  To  accomplish 
this  we  must  provide  the  essential  resources,  the  human  talents  and  at- 
titudes, and  the  facilities  that  will  assist  each  student  in  the  development 
of  his/her  total  intellectual,  physical,  emotional,  and  social  self  to  the 
maximum  potential.  The  following  general  goal  statements  evolve  from 
our  philosophy:  (1)  We,  here  at  New  Boston,  believe  that  the  role  of  the 
school  is  to  provide  today's  students  with  those  learning  experiences 
which  will  enable  them  to  become  responsible  citizens  with  the  abilities  to 
cope  and  succeed  in  a  fast  and  changing  world,  (2)  Schools  should  be  a 
place  where  each  individual  student  masters  the  basic  skills  of  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  ability  to  communicate  effectively.  In  devel- 
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oping  these  basic  skills,  the  teacher  should  recognize  individual  dif- 
ferences, assisting  each  student  in  reaching  his/her  own  level  of  achieve- 
ment, (3)  The  school  experiences  must  foster  the  growth  of  a  positive  self- 
concept  which  allows  the  individual  to  accept  himself  as  well  as  the  worth 
and  differences  of  others,  (4)  In  conjunction  with  the  home,  church,  and 
community,  the  school  must  also  promote  the  development  of  wholesome 
attitudes,  values,  and  responsibilities." 

The  principal  and  staff  at  New  Boston  Central  School  have  realized  the 
need  for  a  philosophy  statement  and  now  that  it  has  been  created  and 
adopted  it  will  not  be  left  in  a  file  to  be  forgotten.  A  philosophy  is  the  writ- 
ten purpose  of  a  school's  existence.  From  a  good  philosophy,  goals  and 
objectives  are  derived  which  then  evolve  into  a  school's  curriculum  and 
its  program.  All  of  these  are  reviewed  in  an  on-going  process  with 
necessary  revisions,  additions,  and  deletions  made  as  the  needs  deem 
them  appropriate. 

The  Accountability  Plan  described  in  the  1978  Town  Report  lends  itself 
most  favorably  to  this  process  in  so  far  as  math,  language  arts,  and  state 
and  national  history  are  concerned.  These  areas  are  important  but  they 
do  not  comprise  the  total  education  program  as  our  school  philosophy  in- 
tends it  to  be. 

There  are  definitely  other  areas  of  need  which  do  exist  and  which  have 
been  expressed  in  writing  to  the  New  Boston  Building  Committee.  Based 
only  on  present  needs  and  not  on  increased  population  projections,  an  ad- 
dition to  New  Boston  Central  School  should  be  constructed.  This  addition 
would  fulfill  so  many  present  needs.  There  is  presently  an  inadequately 
sized  room  for  the  important  education  of  all  those  students  who  have 
special  learning  needs  which  under  PL-94-142  must  be  provided  through 
individual  education  plans  at  no  cost  to  the  parent.  There  is  no  library 
center  in  the  present  building  and  no  area  for  audio-visual  equipment  and 
materials.  There  is  no  art  program  and  only  a  part-time  music  program. 
There  is  no  area  for  physical  education  classes  during  cold  and  wet 
weather  times.  There  is  no  cafeteria  and  kitchen  for  school  lunch  ser- 
vices. There  is  no  place  large  enough  for  a  school  assembly  or  public  pro- 
gram for  parents  to  attend. 

Schools  were  created  to  meet  the  needs  of  students.  Many  needs  do  ex- 
ist at  New  Boston  Central  School.  These  needs  are  currently  being  ad- 
dressed by  a  professional  and  non-professional  staff  dedicated  to  pro- 
viding services  that  students  need.  The  question  remains  -  is  the  addition 
essential  in  order  to  satisfy  these  needs,  or  is  it  a  luxury  which  New 
Boston  cannot  affort?  Whatever  your  answer,  meeting  the  needs  of  to- 
day's students  and  tomorrow's  leaders  must  remain  the  key  issue.  Given 
our  resources  and  talents  what  decision  will  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
students?

Report  From  School  Nurse  1978-79 

There  were  1,553  visits  made  to  the  nurse's  office  during  my  second 
year  as  school  nurse.  The  decrease  reflects  on  what  I  consider  a  healthier 
group  of  students. 

As  compared  to  last  year,  the  incidence  of  strep  throat  decreased. 
Throat  cultures  were  done  this  year  on  symptomatic  students.  One  hun- 
dred forty-one  throat  cultures  were  done,  22  cases  were  positive. 

In  November,  physicals  were  done  on  34  fourth  graders  and  new 
students  by  Dr.  Snay. 

On  November  28, 1978,  an  immunization  clinic  was  held  mainly  to  up- 
date measles  vaccinations  that  were  possibly  ineffective.  Other  vaccines 
were  given  as  follows : 

Measles  54 

Mumps  24 

Rubella  2 

MMR  1 

Polio  10 

TD  1 

One  child  was  taken  for  treatment  under  the  Sight  Conservation  Pro- 
gram. 

On  January  8, 1979,  "Naturally  a  Girl"  was  shown  to  the  4th,  5th,  and 
6th  grade  girls. 

There  were  3  cases  of  pediculosis  (head  lice).  All  heads  in  the  school 
were  checked  at  this  time. 

Cases  needing  treatment  included: 

Lacerations  needing  sutures  1 

Broken  wrist  1 

Broken  arm  2 

Concussion  1 

In  March  and  April,  1979,  students  from  the  Voc-Tech  Dental  Program 
in  Concord  were  in  the  school  to  present  programs  to  all  the  grades.  This 
program  was  well  presented  and  much  appreciated. 

On  May  31,  1979,  at  the  Community  Church,  a  Pre-School  Vision  and 
Hearing  Screening  was  held.  Thirty-seven  children  were  screened,  five 
were  referred  for  retest  with  the  Beltone  at  school. 

Pre-school  registration  was  also  held  in  May. 

Eight  Tine  tests  were  done. 

In  anticipation  of  advancing  my  career  in  nursing,  I  regretfully  have 
resigned  as  school  nurse.  I  have  enjoyed  my  two  years  at  New  Boston 
Central  School  and  will  truly  miss  everyone.

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MEETING  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

March  9, 1979 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  p.m.,  by  Moderator  David 
Woodbury.  The  School  Board  led  the  salute  to  the  Flag  followed  by  a 
prayer  by  Nonah  Poole,  School  Clerk. 

Mr.  Woodbury  introduced  the  School  Board  members:  Mrs.  Gail 
Parker,  Mr.  Jady  Judy,  and  Dr.  Robert  Normandin,  Superintendent  An- 
tonio G.  Paradis,  Principal  Fred  Roberts,  and  Business  Administrator 
William  N.  Johnstone. 

Article  l :  Robert  Normandin  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District.  Seconded  by  Jady  Judy,  and  noted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  2:  Jady  Judy  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  chosen  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Gail  Parker  and  noted  in  the  affirmative. 
Robert  Normandin  then  asked  to  present  an  oral  report  from  the  Building 
Committee.  He  stated  the  committee  was  not  asking  for  any  funds  this 
year,  but  were  presenting  two  plans  for  future  consideration.  Plan  #1  con- 
sisted of  four  classrooms,  a  library,  school  nurse's  quarters,  and  an  all- 
purpose  room  on  one  level,  and  an  all-purpose  room,  kitchen  and  furnace 
room  on  the  lower  level.  This  would  be  added  to  the  south  side  of  the  pres- 
ent structure.  Plan  #2  was  designed  on  the  north  side  of  the  structure  and 
is  all  one  level.  It  contained  the  same  number  of  classrooms,  kitchen, 
library,  nurse's  quarters,  furnace  room  with  only  one  all-purpose  room. 
He  informed  us  of  the  uncertainty  in  projected  enrollment  due  to  the 
gasoline  prices  which  would  cause  travel  restrictions,  therefore  reduce 
population  growth.  Principal  Roberts  did  report  that  all  rooms  were  be- 
ing used  at  the  present  time,  the  classrooms  being  set  up  with  a  ratio  of  25 
pupils  per  teacher.  Two  rooms  have  a  combination  class  to  hold  to  this 
schedule.  There  were  many  questions  asked  on  various  plans  including  a 
future  high  school.  These  were  adequately  answered  by  the  school 
representatives.  Elliot  Hersey  moved  the  question,  this  was  seconded  by 
Gary  Luneau  and  passed.  The  vote  on  Article  2  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3:  Jady  Judy  made  a  motion  to  pass  over  Article  3.  Gail 
Parker  seconded,  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  4:  Robert  Normandin  moved  that  the  School  District  vote  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  District  any  or  all 
grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and/or  United  States.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Don  Byam  and  passed. 

Article  5:  Gail  Parker  moved  that  the  School  District  appropriate 
$32,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  Daniels'  land  for  future  building  and/or  ad- 
ditions, and  to  raise  50%  in  1979-80  school  year,  25%  in  the  1980-81  school 
year,  and  25%  in  the  1981-82  school  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Robert  Normandin. 

Mrs.  Parker  went  on  to  explain  that  the  Board  had  been  approached 
by  Mr.  Daniels  concerning  the  purchase  of  this  property.  He  had  set  a 
sale  price  of  $40,000.  The  Board  had  expressed  their  interest,  and  had 
gone  about  having  the  land  assessed.  They  were  told  a  fair  price  would  be 
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$4,000  per  acre  as  that  is  the  highest  price  put  on  any  land  in  New  Boston. 
The  parcel  consists  of  approximately  six  acres.  The  Board  offered  Mr. 
Daniels  $26,000,  and  he  held  to  his  original  price.  The  Board  then  felt  the 
voters  should  make  the  decision.  Howard  Towne  stated  he  was  concerned 
that  there  would  be  no  lack  of  planning  as  there  had  been  in  the  past.  He 
felt  any  land  adjacent  to  the  school  was  imperative  to  its  growth.  Many 
different  methods  of  obtaining  the  land  were  discussed  including  pur- 
chasing an  option  on  the  property.  Robert  Todd  mentioned  a  House  Bill 
that  will  be  forthcoming  concerning '  'critical"  property  in  a  town.  It  was 
felt  that  this  was  not  in  that  category  since  one  of  the  building  plans  was 
not  on  this  land.  It  was  made  plain  that  this  piece  of  property  is  prime 
open  space  in  the  center  of  town  and  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Planning  Board  for  consideration  in  a  Master  Plan.  At  this  point,  Jady 
Judy  made  a  motion  to  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,000  to  purchase  an  option  on  the  Daniels'  property.  Seconded  by 
Robert  Normandin.  There  followed  much  discussion  as  to  what  an  option 
meant,  and  the  real  value  of  such  a  move.  Dennis  Hooper  moved  the  ques- 
tion, seconded  by  James  Dane.  This  motion  carried.  The  main  motion 
was  voted  upon  and  defeated.  Dennis  Hooper  then  amended  the  motion  to 
read:  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  enter  into 
negotiations  with  Victor  Daniels  for  purchase  of  a  piece  of  land  and  report 
at  the  1980  school  meeting.  Seconded  by  Warren  Moss.  Dr.  Normandin 
stated  that  he  had  already  negotiated  with  Mr.  Daniels,  and  felt  his  price 
was  firm  and  this  move  would  not  be  wise.  After  a  short  discussion  Elliot 
Hersey  moved  the  question,  Richard  Moore  seconded,  and  the  motion 
was  defeated. 

Richard  Moore  then  amended  the  motion  to  read:  the  School  District 
appropriate  $20,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  Daniels'  land  for  future  build- 
ing and/or  additions,  and  to  raise  50%  in  the  1979-80  school  year,  25%  in 
the  1980-81  school  year,  and  25%  in  the  1981-82  school  year.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Charles  Wason,  and  it  was  defeated.  Elliot  Hersey 
moved  the  question  on  the  original  Article  5  motion.  Pat  Getman  sec- 
onded, and  the  vote  was  affirmative.  The  main  motion  was  then  voted 
upon,  and  it  was  defeated. 

Article  6:  James  Dane  moved  the  New  Boston  School  District  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $567,307  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  payment 
of  the  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of  the  District.  Seconded  by 
Elliot  Hersey.  Gail  Parker  explained  the  appropriations  in  the  report, 
and  specifically  pointed  out  that  floors  were  to  be  resurfaced,  and  there  is 
also  an  adjustment  in  transportation  this  year. 

Dr.  Normandin  amended  the  motion  back  to  the  original  appropriation 
of  $579,062.  Jady  Judy  seconded  the  amendment.  Dr.  Normandin  stated  in 
estimation  of  this  year's  Jr.  and  Sr.  High  School  students  a  buffer  amount 
for  added  tuition  was  needed.  There  had  been  unexpended  amounts  in  the 
past,  but  the  Board  felt  this  increase  was  needed.  James  Dane  moved  the 
question.  Elliot  Hersey  seconded,  and  the  vote  was  affirmative.  The 
amendment  was  then  voted  upon  and  the  moderator  declared  a  tie.  A 
standing  vote  was  taken  and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

At  this  time,  we  returned  to  Article  3 :  Robert  Normandin  moved  to  re- 
tain intact  the  present  Building  Committee.  Seconded  by  Robert  Todd. 
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Richard  Moore  amended  the  motion  to  add:  and  present  a  plan  for  at 
least  one  building  project  not  to  exceed  $300,000.  Seconded  by  Howard 
Towne,  and  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  amended  motion  was  also  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7:  Roland  Sallada  moved  that  the  monies  in  this  year's  budget 
allocated  for  unemployment  compensation  be  paid  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Unemployment  Security  to  be  held  by  them,  to  our  credit,  for 
future  unemployment  needs,  if  not  used  to  be  returned  to  the  District 
Treasurer.  Seconded  by  Elliot  Hersey.  Gail  Parker  stated;  that  she  felt 
this  was  not  necessary  as  the  School  Board  is  voted  in  and  trusted  by  the 
town  as  their  representatives,  and  this  money  should  be  kept  in  the  town 
budget.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Tom  Mansfield  moved  to  instruct  the  School  Board  to  continue 
negotiations  with  Mr.  Daniels  for  his  land,  and  if  possible  to  continue  the 
present  verbal  option  with  him  with  the  intent  to  offer  an  article  for  pur- 
chase of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  land,  at  the  School  District  meeting  of 
1980,  or  if  necessary  at  a  special  School  District  meeting.  Seconded  by 
Roland  Sallada.  The  School  Board  expressed  their  agreement  to  this  plan 
and  the  vote  was  affirmative. 

Donald  Chapman  made  a  motion  to  direct  the  School  District  to  advise 
the  Planning  Board  in  writing  that  it  considers  the  Victor  Daniels'  6.5 
acre  parcel  critical  to  the  town  in  relation  to  the  school  for  future  use.  Sec- 
onded by  Robert  Todd.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Adjournment:  Jady  Judy  made  the  motion  to  adjourn.  The  School 
District  meeting  for  1979  was  closed.
